Biography 


I N NEW YORK CITY recently, 
Mrs. Enrico Caruso, widow of 
the immortal tenor, came right out 
and said that the only living tenor 
who comes close to wearing her 
husband's crown is the Metropolitan 
Opera's Swedis h - born Jussi 
Bjoerling. 

Notable Musical Background 

The career of this famous tenor 
reads like a Viking legend. Jussi's 
lather, David Bjoerling, was a noted 
opera and concert singer whom 
Caruso personally coached early in 
his career. Jussi was one of four 
sons. With three of his young sons, 
David Bjoerling formed the Bjoerling 
Ouartet, singing in churches in 
Sweden. In 1919 he brought the 


children to the U.S. and toured the 
country. At sixteen, Jussi met John 
Forsell, director of the Royal Opera 
in Stockholm, who immediately ac¬ 
cepted him as his pupil at the Royal 
Academy of Music. 

Operatic Beginning 

At the age of nineteen, Jussi 
Bjoerling made his debut at the 
Stockholm Opera, singing Ottavio 
in Don Giovanni. World success 
followed rapidly. In the next four 
years the young tenor had made 
guest appearances at the leading 
opera houses in Prague, Vienna, 
Dresden, Paris, Brussels and 
Florence. In 1935 the English- 
speaking world heard him for the 
first time when he sang at Covent 
Garden, London.
